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The Long-Range View 


Prices of silver alloys and photographic and x-ray film may climb as a result of 
Congressional action boosting government-held silver to 90.5 cents an ounce. .. . Full 
impact of the merger of the Children’s Bureau under the Federal Security Agency 
will not be felt until changes in personnel, organization and top directors are made 
known....

The A.D.A. House of Delegates will have a busy session at Miami in October, 
when they tackle a two-year accumulation of work, caused by wartime suspension 


of meetings in 1944. . . . The delegates are expected to vote a full scientific session 
for 1947. . . . Many specialty groups also will hold their first postwar meetings at 
Miami. . . . Eventual equalization of discharge requirements for dental and medical 


officers remains uncertain, despite reduction of dental discharge criteria to thirty 
months by both Army and Navy, effective September 1. 


Look for the following bills to be reintroduced at the next session of Congress: 
S. 190, which calls for federal grants-in-aid to states for dental research; S. 1099, 
which proposes state-level health education and dental care; and H. R. 6750, 
which provides greater autonomy for the army dental service. . . . Although the 
Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill failed to pass at the session just ended, there is every 
reason to believe that a bill along the same lines, by the same sponsors, will appear 
early next year, again with administration support. 

A group health insurance plan with a dental service feature—the first of its kind— 
will be introduced in industrial organizations in the Middle West this fall. The 
dental plan, to be offered by a newly-formed Chicago insurance company, will be 
limited at first to one or two large companies, for which actuarial experience will 
be obtained to determine the cost of dental provisions and the amount of dental 
service which could be rendered under the plan. Fee schedules will be set up under 
agreements between the insurance company and local dental societies. . . . Celebration 
of the W. T. G. Morton centennial is slated for October. . . . Watch for new typo- 
graphical dress for THE JouRNAL on October 1—the first of many editorial changes 
now in the planning stage. 
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Plans Near Completion for First Postwar Meeting 
Of A.D.A. House of Delegates 


The first postwar session of the House 
of Delegates of the American Dental 
Association will open at Miami on Octo- 
ber 14 and continue through October 16. 
A long agenda awaits the delegates, who 
were unable to meet last year because 
of wartime restrictions on travel. Presi- 
dent Walter H. Scherer, who has held 
office for two years, will preside at the 
meetings of the House of Delegates. The 
House is also expected to complete plans 
for a full-scale scientific meeting in 1947, 
the first to be held since 1941. 
Headquarters.—The headquarters for the 
House of Delegates will be established at 
the McAllister and Columbus hotels, 
which are connected by an arcade. Con- 
vention delegates will also be housed at 
the Everglades Hotel, which is only a 
short distance from the headquarters 
hotels. Delegates who have not yet se- 
cured reservations have been urged by 
Harry B. Pinney, General Secretary, to 
do so at once in order to avoid disap- 
pointment. Reservations can be made di- 
rectly to the following hotels:

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Adjournment Blocks Action 
On A.D.A. Dental Research Bill 


Approval by a subcommittee on July 17 
failed to bring action by the House Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce on the Dental Research Bill 
(S. 190) before Congress adjourned 
August 2. 

The bill, sponsored by the American 
Dental Association, was approved with- 
out modification by the House Subcom- 
mittee on Wartime Health and Educa- 
tion slightly more than a month after 
its passage in the Senate. 

The measure provides for establish- 
ment of a $2,000,000 National Institute 
of Dental Research. 

Following is an excerpt from the 
Congressional Record, giving the text of 
discussion on the bill in the Senate just 
before its passage June 14: 

Mr. Saltonstall: Mr. President, I ask the 
Senator in charge of the bill if, in his opinion, 
the bill is in any way related to a bill providing 
for a national science foundation, which, I 
hope, will be brought before the Senate with- 
out too much delay. In other words, should 
not this bill be passed over until we discuss 
the other bill and see what disposition will be 
made of it? 

Mr. Murray: Mr. President, I do not believe 
this bill has any connection with the bill re- 
ferred to by the Senator from Massachusetts. 
This bill has been the subject of very intensive 
hearings before the committee, and it has been 
unanimously reported to the Senate. It has the 
support of the American Dental Association, 
and many civic bodies throughout the country. 

Every Senator recognizes that dental dis- 
eases will represent one of the most serious 
problems confronting us. The Selective Serv- 
ice officials were required to reject many per- 
sons because of their dental conditions. It 
seems to me that this bill provides for a very 
important program of research. I believe that 
the program should be established. 

Mr. Saltonstall: I do not question the im- 
portance of the bill, but would it not provide 
for a foundation, which would distribute funds 
to universities, states, and various organiza- 
tions for research into dental conditions? 


Mr. Murray: Yes. 

Mr. Saltonstall: Then, should not the bill 
be passed over until we are in position to dis- 
cuss Senate Bill 1850, which would do very 
much the same as this bill would do, only on 
a much larger scale? I have no objection to 
the bill, but I believe, in the interest of good 
legislation, that it should be passed over and 
considered later. 

Mr. Taft: Mr. President, today we are en- 
gaged in certain research in the field of medi- 
cine. The Federal Government is engaged 
in such activities and is assisting research in 
various states. At Bethesda, Md., there is lo- 
cated the National Health Institute, which is 
engaged in conducting a research in the field 
of cancer. I believe that a similar program is 
being followed in connection with tuberculosis 
and venereal diseases. 

On the Senate calendar at the present time 
are two bills—one of them being the bill which 
has been announced as next in order, provid- 
ing for dental research, and the other provid- 
ing for psychiatric research. I believe it is 
perfectly proper to proceed with the develop- 
ment of research activities in connection with 
public health, regardless of what may be done 
in connection with general research activities. 

I doubt very much whether the present 
existing activity should be moved into a na- 
tional council. The field encompassed by the 
pending bill is a small one in which very little 
research is being done. I believe there are only 
two or three universities which are engaged 
in dental research. 

The bill has the backing of all dental asso- 
ciations in the United States. It is proposed 
to construct a building alongside the Cancer 
Research Institute. The work there will be on 
a limited scale, but it will be sufficient for the 
purpose intended. 

I believe that we should not terminate what 
has been a gradual progress. I hope that con- 
sideration of the bill will not be unduly de- 
layed merely because of a prospective consid- 
eration of general scientific research. 

Mr. Magnuson: Mr. President, I wish to 
pose the same question the Senator from Mas- 
sachusetts posed. There is on the calendar a 
bill of which I am one of the authors. The 
bill would establish a so-called national re- 
search foundation. I have no objection to the 
bill which has been announced as next in 
order. There is, as the Senator from Ohio has 
pointed out, ample precedent for it. 
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When I was a member of the other house, 
I was one of the authors of a bill to provide 
for a national cancer institute. But it seems 
to me that before we attack the problem in a 
piecemeal manner by the passage of bills for 
dental research or psychiatric research, the 
Senate should first consider the basic scientific 
research program which is embraced in a bill 
now on the Senate calendar. I will, therefore, 
object to consideration of the present bill. 

Mr. Taft: The Senator has said that he will 
object, but he is not objecting, as I understand. 
Will the Senator yield further, so that I may 
make a brief additional statement? 

Mr. Magnuson: I yield. 

Mr. Taft: With regard to the matter of 
psychiatric research, I may say that it is of 
particular urgency because the Veterans Ad- 
ministration is so engaged in problems affect- 
ing psychiatric cases that they require imme- 
diate action. I am inclined to believe that 
the general problem of a National Research 
Institute is unlikely to be passed upon by the 
Congress at this session. In that case, I think 
it would be well to pass the bill now before us. 

Mr. Magnuson: I hope that Senate action 
will be taken in connection with the bill for 
national scientific research at the present ses- 
sion. The Office of Scientific Research and 
Development expires July 1 of this year. 
Someone or some organization must take it 
over. The President has recommended imme- 
diate action. The House is now conducting 
hearings on the subject. The joint committee 
on Commerce and Military Affairs spent 
months on the subject of a scientific foun- 
dation. 

I was just conferring with the Senator from 
Montana. I have no objection to this bill at 
all. I was one of the authors of the cancer 
bill in the House when I was a member of 
that body some years ago. I do not think, 
however, we ought to take piecemeal action 
now. 

Perhaps the pending bill should be passed, 
but I hope I can have an understanding with 
the Senator from Ohio and the Senator from 
Montana that, if and when we take up the 
broad general national scientific research bill, 
we might, if there is any conflict between this 
bill and the general bill, include this in the 
general research bill. I am sure that can be 
worked out. 

Mr. Barkley: Mr. President, I hope the Sen- 


ator will not object to the consideration of 
this bill. There is a very widespread interest 
‘in it. I have telegrams and letters from all 
over the country urging its consideration. 

The Senator from Washington knows that 
I have conferred with him frequently about 
the bill in which he is interested, the general 
research bill which I hope we may take up 
before long. I trust that we can pass this bill 
and get it on its way. I see no fundamental 
conflict between this bill and the general re- 
search bill. 

The acting president pro tempore: Is there 
objection to the present consideration of the 
bill? 

There being no objection, the Senate pro- 
ceeded to consider the bill which had been 
reported from the Committee on Education 
and Labor, with an amendment in Section 7 
(a), page 6, line 23, after the word “exceed” 
to strike out $1,000,000 and insert $2,000,000, 
so as to make the bill read: Be it enacted ... 

The amendment was agreed to. The bill 
was ordered to be engrossed for a third read- 
ing, read a third time and passed.

Marking completion of the third inter- 
American postgraduate course in den- 
tistry, the division of international ex- 
change of persons, Department of State, 
and the International Relations Commit- 
tee of the American Dental Association 
feted Latin-American dentists at a ban- 
quet June 28 in the Mayflower Hotel, 
‘Washington. 

The course, which ran for eighteen 
weeks at the University of Michigan, was 
sponsored by the Department of State, 
the International Relations Committee, 
the Institute of International Education 
and the W. K. Kellogg Foundation.

ARMY AND NAVY 


Navy Sets Dental Discharge 
At 30 Months; Upholds V-12 Order 


The Navy last month teduced dis- 
charge criteria for dental officers from 
thirty-six to thirty months, effective Sep- 
tember 1. The action is expected to affect 
about 1,500 officers. 

At the same time, the Navy explained 
its recent decision to retain V-12-trained 
dental officers with a statement that these 
men “at no time were. . . forced” to enroll 
in the training program and that, as re- 
serve officers, they are subject to call 
without their consent in a_ national 
emergency. 

The statement came from Cmdr. H. L. 
Corzett, director, information division, 
demobilization activity, in reply to a 
query from C. Willard Camalier, chair- 
man, War Service and Postwar Plan- 
ning Committee, American Dental Asso- 
ciation, on behalf of naval officer 
members. 

The query sought official explanation 
of a joint army-navy order issued May 
29 retaining navy dental officers, who 
were either wholly or partially govern- 
ment-trained, until completion of three 
years of active service and calling to 
active duty officers in the same category 
with no active service records. 

Text of Commander Corzett’s state- 
ment follows: 

An acute shortage of medical and dental 
officers exists in the Army, in the Navy and 
in the Veterans Administration. A joint con- 
ference of these services was called to consider 
this serious condition and found that the 
urgent needs of the services could be met only 
by the retention on active duty of certain re- 
serve medical and dental officers who received 
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some or all of their training at government 
expense. 

Therefore, certain naval officers whose 
medical or dental training was wholly or in 
part at government expense will no longer 
be released under the standard demobilization 
point system. | 

To meet its own needs and contribute its 
share of up to 500 physicians for the Veterans 
Administration, the Navy is retaining all 
medical officers who graduated from the V-12 
Training Program and were ordered to active 
commissioned duty upon completion of intern- 
ship after March 1, 1946. Plans now are to 
hold these government-trained physicians for 
two years of active commissioned service. 

As regards dentists, the Navy would find 
itself short 600 dental officers by September 1, 
1946, if demobilization were permitted to con- 
tinue at the originally-planned pace. There- 
fore, the Navy reached an agreement with the 
Army, which had been holding its dentists to 
39 months of active duty, to require all dental 
officers to serve three years’ commissioned 
service, if they had received training at gov- 
ernment expense. 

The Navy Department is now ordering to 
active duty all government-aided dental of- 
ficers in the Naval Reserve who have had no 
active commissioned duty. This is in line with 
the instructions recently released by Selective 
Service which provide for the induction of 
dentists into the Armed Forces. 

The induction of dentists by Selective Serv- 
ice will include former Army Specialized 
Training Program personnel and V-12 per- 
sonnel who were discharged under the point 
system before graduation and then became 
dentists, but did‘ not later volunteer their 
services in the Army or Navy. 

Your attention is invited to the fact that 
at no time were men forced to join either the 
Navy V-12 Training Program or the Army 
Specialized Training Program. These men 
had the choice of volunteer service, in train- 
ing in the Army or Navy, or of continuing 
their education as civilians subject to Selective 
Service regulations. Thousands of them chose 
the former alternative to insure an uninter- 
rupted continuation of their education. 

It should further be noted that all personnel 
of the Naval Reserve may be kept on active 
duty or called to active duty at any time 
during a national emergency, without their 
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consent. The present emergency did not end 
with the cessation of hostilities with Japan. 
As yet, Congress has taken no action officially 
to terminate the war, and it is not known 
when such action will be taken. 


Establish Dental Division 
In Navy Bureau of Medicine 


The Navy Department has established 
in its Bureau of Medicine and Surgery 
a dental division to handle all matters 
relating directly to dentistry, John L. 
Sullivan, Acting Secretary of the Navy, 
has announced. 

He outlined functions of the new di- 
vision as follows: (1) establishment of 
professional standards and policies for 
dental practice; (2) conducting inspec- 
tions and surveys to maintain such 
standards; (3) initiating and recom- 
mending action on complements, ad- 
vancement, training, assignment and 
transfer of dental personnel; and (4) 
serving as advisory agency for the bureau 
on all dental matters. 

The senior dental officer will be in 
charge of dental services on ships and at 
shore stations and will be responsible to 
the commanding officer of the ship or 
station for all professional, technical and 
administrative matters involved, Mr. 
Sullivan said. 

Under the new procedure, he said, 
all dental reports and other communica- 
tions relating to dentistry or dental per- 
sonnel will be forwarded to the bureau 
or higher authority through the com- 
manding officer. 

“The care and treatment of all dental 
conditions shall be directly under the 
control of the senior dental officer, who 
shall be responsible to the commanding 
officer,” Mr. Sullivan said. ‘Medical 
officers shall refer dental conditions to 
dental officers when such are available. 

“For medical assistance in unusual 
and emergency situations and for or- 
ganization and training for battle, den- 
tal personnel and equipment shall be 
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under the command and control of the 
medical officer when so assigned by the 
commanding officer or as provided in 
battle and emergency bills.” 

The dental division was established 
under a law passed last December, call- 
ing for reorganization of the bureau to 
provide greater integrity of the dental 
service. 


Army Dental Surgeon 
Wins Commendation Ribbon 


Col. Thomas J. Cassidy has been 
awarded the Army Commendation Rib- 
bon for “exceptionally meritorious con- 
duct” as dental surgeon at the Infantry 
Training Center, Camp Fannin, Texas, 
from September 1943 to September 1945. 

A citation signed by Maj. Gen. R. P. 
Hartle read in part: 

Throughout this period Colonel Cassidy 
exercised unusual devotion to duty, tireless 
energy and sound judgment in the mainte- 
nance of the dental health of the hundred 
thousand officers and men that passed through 
the training cycles at this center. 

His initiative and cooperative spirit played 
a most important role in the improvement of 
the health of the command and in the success- 
ful training of replacements for combat or- 
ganizations. 

Colonel Cassidy’s zealous efforts in the dis- 
charge of his duties were particularly note- 
worthy, as evidenced by the splendid results 
attained, and were of inestimable value in the 
effectiveness and success of the training center.

Naval dentistry was spotlighted in the 
July issue of Hospital Corps Quarterly, 
supplement to the U.S. Naval Medical 
Bulletin. 

The special dental issue contained a 
foreword by Rear Adm. A. G. Lyle, a 
history of the corps, and sections on 
dental research, oral surgical procedures, 
oral hygiene, x-ray technic, impression

Current Developments 
At Schools of Dentistry 


California.—The combined efforts of the 
Division of Dental Medicine and the In- 
stitute of Experimental Biology won for 
the University of California the Gold 
Medal award for scientific exhibits at 
the annual meeting of the American 
Medical Association in San Francisco 
July 1-5. 

Dentists who contributed to the win- 

ning exhibit, “Hormones of the Anterior 
Hypophysis,” were Daniel A. Collins and 
William W. Wainwright. Their work 
embraced osseous and dental develop- 
ment.

endodontia (root canal therapy), De- 
cember 2-6, February 24-28 and May 
26-30.

Dentistry Building Planned 
For Ohio University Center 


Preparations are now under way for a 
five-story College of Dentistry building 
and a 600-bed hospital to be erected as 
central units of a new medical health 
center at Ohio State University, it was 
disclosed last month. 

Expanded facilities also will be pro- 
vided for both the university’s College of 
Medicine and state health and welfare 
agencies, university spokesmen said. 

The two structures, for which the 
Ohio general assembly last year appro- 
priated $5,000,000, will be erected near 
the already-existing buildings of the Col- 
lege of Medicine, which will be inte- 
grated into the plans for the proposed 
center. 

The project also will include a mental 
receiving hospital for which an additional 
$475,000 has been allotted to the State 
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Department of Public Welfare. This hos- 
pital is to be administered by the welfare 
department and operated in cooperation 
with the College of Medicine. 

Plans for the dentistry building and 
the hospital are expected to be ready for 
approval by January, university officials 
said. Site plans for the center already 
have been approved by the school’s board 
of trustees, they added. 

Long-range plans call for addition of 
a public health building for the develop- 
ment and teaching of preventive medi- 
cine; an enlarged building for the State 
Department of Health, enabling its func- 
tions to be conducted in close coopera- 
tion with the university’s medical pro- 
gram; a pediatric clinic; a tuberculosis 
clinic; a pavilion for nonindigent pri- 
vate patients and an institute of animal 
research. 


Plan “Tracy Memorial Clinic” 
For University of Pennsylvania 


Plans are under way to establish a 
“William Dwight Tracy Clinic” for ad- 
vanced instruction in oral medicine and 
periodontology as an alumni memorial in 
the Thomas W. Evans Museum and Den- 
tal Institute School of Dentistry, Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania.

LEGISLATION 


Congress Fails To Act 
On National Health Bill 


Proponents of the Wagner-Murray- 
Dingell National Health Bill (S. 1606), 
which has met continued criticism from 


the American Dental Association and 
other professional groups, failed to win 
passage of the proposal at the recently 
adjourned session of Congress. 

Failure of the legislature to act on the 
bill was predicted by the New York 
Times in a story dated July 9, in which 
the newspaper termed the issue “dead” 
for the session and reported that efforts 
to gain its passage had been abandoned. 

According to the Times’ story, it had 
been evident for weeks that the bill “was 
loaded with too much controversy” for 
its sponsors to expect it to reach a voting 
stage before adjournment. 

“A continuation of the hearings, it 
was indicated, would have put into the 
record a concentrated opposition to the 
program, largely from the medical pro- 
fession,” the Times’ story said. 

The bill, however, is certain to be in- 
troduced at the next Congress, when it 
convenes in January, according to the 
Times. 


House Votes “Freeze” 
On Social Security Tax 


The House on July 24 passed and 
sent to the Senate a bill maintaining the 
Social Security tax at 1 per cent for the 
1947 calendar year and increasing from 
$20 to $30 monthly the maximum fed- 
eral contribution for old-age and de- 
pendents’ benefits. 

Other provisions of the bill, scheduled 
to take effect October 1, would (1) 
place approximately 200,000 maritime 
workers under the Social Security system 
for the first time; (2) provide old-age 
insurance protection for a three-year 
period following discharge for all World 
War II veterans including those not 
covered at present; and (3) extend the 
child welfare provisions of the Social 
Security Act to the Virgin Islands. 

Under an earlier recommendation of 
the House Ways and Means Committee, 
the tax would have been increased to 
1¥ per cent for a five-year period.

weight of evidence” that a proper con- 
centration of fluorine inhibits dental 
caries and has pfoduced “no untoward 
effects.” 

The association pointed out, however, 
that its approval was conditioned on 
adequate dental, medical, engineering 
and public health control of such fluori- 
nation. 


GOVERNMENT AGENCIES 


Children’s Bureau in FSA 
As Truman Plan Takes Effect 


The Children’s Bureau was transferred 
to the Federal Security Agency July 16, 
as President Truman’s plan for reor- 
ganizing government agencies took auto- 
matic effect. 


Under the plan, all functions of the 
bureau, with the exception of those em- 
bracing child labor, were transferred to 
the Federal Security Agency, together 
with vital statistics functions, the U.S. 
Employees’ Compensation Commission 
and the Social Security Board. 


Commenting on the relationship ‘of 
the Children’s Bureau to the other serv- 
ices now grouped under the Federal Se- 
curity Agency, Watson B. Miller, Federal 
Security Administrator, said: 

For administrative purposes, the Children’s 
Bureau, with its programs for maternal and 
child health, child welfare, and crippled chil- 
dren’s services, has been placed in the Social 
Security Administration. 

But its relationships with both health and 
education are fully recognized, and effective 
coordination in this field will be one of our 
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major objectives. Studies will be inaugurated 
at once and maintained on a continuing ba- 
sis, looking toward improvements in proce- 
dures and the strengthening of relationships. 


FARM CONFERENCE 


Farmers Back A.D.A. Plan 
For National Dental Health 


Support for the national dental health 
program of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation was pledged by representatives of 
all three leading farm organizations at 
recent conferences in Chicago and Chat- 
tanooga. 

Lon W. Morrey, director of the Bu- 
reau of Public Relations, represented the 
Association at both conferences. 

The first, held in Chicago May 14, 
was sponsored by the Farm Foundation. 
Participating were representatives of the 
American Farm Bureau Foundation, the 
National Farmers’ Union, the National 
Grange, the Minnesota Farm Bureau 
Federation, the Mississippi Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, the Montana Farmers 
Union, the North Dakota Farmers Union 
and the Ohio State Grange. 

Dr. Morrey discussed dental health 
‘problems confronting the nation and 
presented the Association’s proposals for 
their solution. The conferees were par- 
ticularly interested in the “Five Year 
Goals” recently established by the Coun- 
cil on Dental Health. Several delegates 
said that in their concern over general 
health they had overlooked, or at least 
paid but slight attention to, the problems 
of dental health. 

As an outgrowth of the May confer- 
ence, Dr. Morrey was invited to speak 
at the Southern Rural Health Confer- 
ence held at Lookout Mountain Hotel 
near Chattanooga June 25, 26 and 27. 

Approximately sixty representatives of 
national and southern health organiza- 
tions attended. Included were state 
health department officials from Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, Ken- 


tucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, North Car- 
olina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas 
and Virginia. 

Others included university extension 
service directors, home demonstration 
agents, state agriculture. department 
representatives, rural magazine editors, 
delegates of the Farm Bureau and 
Farmers’ Union, and employees of the 
U.S. Public Health Service, the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, the Farm 
Security Administration, the Social Se- 
curity Board and the Tennessee Valley 
Authority. 

The conferees discussed various phases 
of health problems confronting southern 
states. These included problems of in- 
difference, low income, lack of education, 
meager appropriations for health pro- 
grams and limited facilities and person- 
nel of health departments. 

Discussion of Dr. Morrey’s paper, 
“News and Views of the Dental Situa- 
tion,” centered on the “Five Year Goals” 
of the American Dental Association and 
the need for expanded dental health pro- 
grams in rural areas. 

At the conclusion of the conference, 
delegates adopted seven formal recom- 
mendations for a rural health program, 
including one on dental health. 

Dr. Morrey also took part in an open 
discussion on compulsory health insur- 
ance as compared with voluntary prepay- 
ment plans for hospital, surgical and 
medical care. He pointed out the major 
objections of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation to the Wagner-Murray-Dingell 


compulsory health insurance bill before * 


Congress. 

He cautioned the conferees against a 
blanket éndorsement of compulsory 
health insurance without a_ thorough 
study of its effect upon rural residents. 
Although several government employees 
present urged the conference to go on 
record as favoring compulsory health 
insurance, the delegates deferred action 
pending further study of both voluntary 
and compulsory health insurance plans. 
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
